1.  The  prohibitions  declared  by  section  18  of

within  the  period  and  limits  and  subject  to  the 
provisions  hereinafter  set  out  respectively,  as 
follows :  —

age. 

In  the  remainder  of  the  Eastern  District 
provided  with  an  open  season  on  CARIBOU 
and  MOUNTAIN-SHEEP,  no  person  shall  at 
any  time  kill  or  take  or  have  in  their  possession 
during  the  entire  open  season  more  than  one 
CARIBOU  and  one  MOUNTAIN-SHEEP,  all  of 
the  male  sex,  over  one  year  of  age. 

Throughout  the  Province  no  person  shall  at 
any  time  kill  or  take  or  have  in  their  possession 
during  the  entire  open  season  more  than  one 
MOOSE,  two  MOUNTAIN-GOAT,  one  WAPITI 
(ELK),  all  over  one  year  of  age,  and  three 
BEAR  other  than  GRIZZLY  BEAR,  and  one 
GRIZZLY*  BEAR  between  September  1st  and 
December  31st,  1942,  and  one  GRIZZLY  BEAR 
between  January  1st  and  June  30th,  1943. 

In  the  Eastern  District  no  person  shall  at 
any  time  kill  or  take  or  have  in  their  possession 
during  the  entire  open  season  more  than  two 
DEER,  and  in  the  Western  District  three 
DEER,  all  of  the  male  sex,  over  one  year  of 
age. 

Throughout  the  Province  no  person  shall  at 
any  time  kill  or  take  or  have  in  their  possession 
during  the  entire  open  season  more  big-game 
animals  than  the  maximum  number  permitted 
to  be  killed,  taken,  or  had  in  possession  in  any 
district.

20.  Throughout  the  remainder  of  the  Western 
District  provided  with  an  open  season:  Daily 
bag-limit,  10;  season  bag-limit,  50. 

CROUSE:  Daily  bag-limit,  6  of  all  species; 
season  bag-limit,  24  of  all  species. 

PHEASANTS  (cock  birds  only)  :  Daily  bag- 
limit,  3;  season  bag-limit,  20. 

PTARMIGAN:  Daily  bag-limit,  6;  season 
bag-limit,  24. 

Every  person  shall,  upon  the  request  of  any 
Game  Warden  or  Constable,  furnish  satisfac¬ 
tory  proof  to  him  of  the  locality  and  dates  on 
which  any  game  was  by  him  killed  or  taken 
or  had  in  possession. 

2.  The  prohibitions  declared  by  subsection 
(1)  of  section  26  of  the  “Game  Act”  as  to 
the  buying,  selling,  and  having  in  possession 
of  big  game,  so  far  as  same  relate  to  game 
lawfully  killed  or  taken,  are  hereby  removed  to 
the  extent  and  within  the  periods  and  limits 
and  subject  to  the  provisions  hereinafter  set 
out,  as  follows: — 

(a.)  MOOSE  and  CARIBOU,  bulls  over  one 
year  old,  in  the  Atlin  and  Omineca  Electoral 
Districts,  north  of  the  57th  parallel  of  north 
latitude,  from  September  1st,  1942,  to  Decem¬ 
ber  15th,  1942,  both  dates  inclusive. 


in  a  northerly,  easterly,  and  southerly  direction 
to  the  most  easterly  point  of  Newcastle  Island;

5.  The  open  seasons  declared  by  these  regu¬ 
lations  shall  not  apply  to  the  hunting,  taking, 
or  having  in  possession  of  Quail,  Pheasants, 
Prairie-chicken  (Sharp-tailed  Grouse),  or  Part¬ 
ridge  at  any  place  when  the  surface  of  the 
ground  at  that  place  is  covered  with  snow. 

6.  No  person  shall  hunt,  kill,  or  take  any 
Moose,  Caribou,  Wapiti  (Elk),  or  Deer  while 
swimming,  and  the  hunting,  killing,  or  taking 
of  any  game  by  the  use  of  tracer  bullets  or 
tracer  shot  shells  is  prohibited.  Further,  the 
use  of  .22-calibre  (short,  long,  or  special)  rifles 
loaded  with  rim-fire  shells,  in  the  hunting  of 
big  game,  including  Deer,  is  prohibited. 

The  killing,  taking,  or  trapping  of  fur¬ 
bearing  animals  by  the  use  of  spring-pole  traps 
anywhere  in  the  Province  is  prohibited. 

7.  No  person  shall  hunt,  kill,  or  attempt  to 
kill  any  Migratory  Game  Bird  on  any  area 
where  baiting  is  being  done  or  has  been  done 
at  any  time  within  the  calendar  year  immedi¬ 
ately  preceding  such  hunting,  killing,  or  at¬ 
tempting  to  kill,  and  no  person  shall  hunt, 
kill,  or  attempt  to  kill  any  Migratory  Game 
Bird  by  the  use  or  aid  of  baiting,  whether 
being  done  at  the  time  or  has  been  done  at  any 
time,  and  without  regard  to  the  distance  inter¬ 
vening  between  the  place  where  such  hunting, 
killing,  or  attempting  to  kill  is  done  and  the 
place  where  baiting  is  being  done  or  has  been 
done;  and  for  the  purposes  of  this  regulation 
baiting  shall  be  interpreted  as  the  attracting 
or  feeding  of  any  wild  bird  or  wild  mammal 
with  corn,  wheat,  oats,  or  other  grain  or  prod¬ 
ucts  thereof,  or  any  food  placed  to  decoy  any 
wild  bird  or  wild  mammal. 

Further,  the  use  of  live  decoys  in  the  hunting 
or  taking  of  any  Migratory  Game  Birds  is  pro¬ 
hibited. 

8.  There  is  no  open  season  on  any  game 
other  than  in  the  open  districts  and  during 
the  periods  mentioned  in  the  foregoing  regu¬ 
lations. 

All  times  mentioned  in  these  regulations 
refer  to  Pacific  War  Time. 

The  electoral  districts  referred  to  in  these 
regulations  cover  such  districts  as  constituted 
at  July  31st,  1942.

Excerpt  from  Standing  Orders  relating  to 
Private  Biles. 

100.  (1.)  All  applications  to  the  Legislative 
Assembly  for  Private  Bills  of  any  nature  what¬ 
soever  shall  require  the  publication  of  a  notice 
clearly  and  distinctly  specifying  the  nature  and 
object  of  the  application,  and  when  the  appli¬ 
cation  refers  to  any  proposed  work,  indicating 
sufficiently  the  location  of  the  work,  to  be  signed 
by  or  on  behalf  of  the  applicant. 

(2.)  Such  notice  shall  be  published  in  The 
British  Columbia  Gazette  and  once  a  week  in 
one  leading  daily  newspaper  freely  circulating 
in  all  parts  of  the  Province.  The  notice  in 
such  newspaper  to  appear  on  Wednesday  of 
each  week. 

(3.)  When  the  proposed  Bill  is  of  such  a 
nature  that  it  may  particularly  affect  one  or 
more  electoral  districts,  the  notice  shall  fur¬ 
thermore  be  published  once  a  week  if  possible 
in  some  newspaper  in  every  electoral  district 
affected,  or  if  there  be  no  newspaper  published 
therein,  then  in  a  newspaper  published  in  the 
electoral  district  nearest  thereto.

pay  double  the  fees  required  in  respect  of  such 
Bill  by  this  rule,  unless  the  House  shall  order 
to  the  contrary.

All  Private  Bills  for  Acts  of  in¬ 
corporation  shall  be  so  framed  as  to  incorporate 
by  reference  to  the  clauses  of  the  general  Acts 
relating  to  the  details  to  be  provided  for  by 
such  Bills:  Special  grounds  shall  be  estab¬ 
lished  for  any  proposed  departure  from  this 
principle,  or  for  the  introduction  of  other  pro¬ 
visions  as  to  such  details,  and  a  note  shall  be 
appended  to  the  Bill  indicating  the  provisions 
thereof  in  which  the  general  Act  is  proposed 
to  be  departed  from.
